Vancouvkk, Deo. 22.— (Sped*!)— G. F. 
Ashford, an employe at the C. P. R. freight 
sheds hore, terminated a drinking bout at 6 
o'olook this morning by shooting and killing 
instantly his wife and youngest daughter 
Violet, fatally wounding his ten-year-old 
daughter Mildred, and attempting but nob 
accompliahing his own deatruotion. Ho is 
now in jitl, ohargod with tho murder of tho 
two members of his family ; tho third vic- 
tim of his vicious madness is at the city hos- 
pital, where tho opinion is expressed that 
aho too will dio. Tho fearfal tragedy haa 
horriliod tho ent;ire community and nothing 
e!ao ia talUod of, 

Aahforil, wlio iu a liritifih army pensioner, 
csnie here from Jjoudon Bcvoral years apo, 
and haa been iu tho employ of tho C.l'.K. 
for tho greater part of the pasb four yoara, 
having been dioehargod on nuineroua oeca- 
fciona lor over-indulgence Iu llrjuor and ro- 
inatatcd in liia poailiou ou pro- 
iiiiaea of reformation. A valued oer- 
vant when tho drinking fever waa not 
upon him, he has always been in 
receipt of good wages, and his pretty cot- 
tage on Koofer street is a model homo, well 
furnished and showing a thoughtful houao- 
wifa's oare in its every appointment. It waa 
here that the terrible tragedy of this morn- 
ing was enacted, Aahford h&d been drink- 
ing hard for a week past und evidently ex- 
pected no'ibing else than diamieaal by hia 
employea. Yesterday forenoon while very 
much intoxicated and on hia way home, and 
supplied with a bottle of whiskey with 
whicli to oontinue liis debauch, he met a 
friend with whom he had a short but signi- 
ficant oonversation. 

" IVe left my job at tho freight sheds," 
lie said. " I cannot get along with Adam 
Lougheed (the^ head oheoker). I'm inde- 
pondenfc of tbem alir anyway, for IVe gftb 
my pension of a dollar a day and I'm going 
soon where I won't need even that," 

This last remarlc, while little heeded at 
the timo, ia now recalled as evidence that 
(\ahford contemplated the murder of his 
little family and his own deatruotion and 
thus guardedly referred to hia intention. 

Tho same afternoon he continued hia orgie 
at homo, writing throe lottera during the 
day, v/hioh are aubsequontly referred to. 
He remained downstairs most of the night 
drinking, and hia unhappy wife took their 
little onea upstalra with her so that they 
might not witnoaa their father's diaaipation. 
At about aix in tho morning he went up- 
Btoira to hia wife'a room and told hor that 
ho had determined to kill her. She tried to 
cetrain him, but prayera and entreaties 
were unheard by tho drink-maddened 
man and tenring down tho bedclothes he 
firod twice at his wife aa she l&y between 
her two little girls, killing her instantly. 
Then the biby, Violet, waa ehot to deoth, and 
a fourth bullet overtook the older girl, Mil- 
dred, who had risun iu terror and was try- 
ing to oaoapo from the death chamber. 

The woundod girl managed to roach the 
door and ran bleeding and horrified into the 
street. There she met Constable Crawford, 
who was just leaving his beat, and startled 
him with the explanuliou, " Please, sir, I'm 
shot too." 

While the ofBonr waa aasiatlng the poor 
child back into tho houao, her two brothers 
oamo up. They had risen early and wore 
lighting tho tire when they hoard tho re- 
volver ehots on the upper floor and their 
father rushed down with the intention of 
kilting tbem too, They escaped and wore 
seeking help when they met the oonstable. 

Aahtord in the meantime also harried 
from the scene of his orime, and running to 
th^.VaneouTer-Westminster tram line, not 
far from the house, turned his revolver to- 
ward himself and fired twice, then hurl- 
ing himself in front of an ap- 
proaching car. Ihe tram oar waa 
brought to a standstill and the iosenaible 
body carried in and laid npoO the seat. The 
wounds on the head were found to be less 
serious than anticipated, tho bullet having 
torn and plowed the flesh while not pene- 
trating tho skull. 

Sergeant Haywood boarded the car before 
It reached tho terminua and placed Aahford 
undnr arreat. 

" Your namo is Ashford '/" ho asked aa ho 
did an. 

" Y'ea— George Frederick Aehford," was 

llio ([uiet reply. 

" \Vhy did you nhoot your wife and chil- 
dren '! " tho sergeant pursued. 

" Uid I shoot ihoin," waa tho reply. " I 
didn't know it." 

Then Aahford remained silent. In his 
pooknts were found tho three letters he had 
written yeatorday. The ono was dirootod 
lo J. D. Turnbull, timekoepor in the freight 
department of tbeC.P.R., and contained a 
vague threat of some misobief comtemplatod 
toward him. 

" I will call for you on New Year's eve," 
thia lottor euid, " and I won't pull my 
watch out if you are one minute late. You 
know what I mean ! " 

A BOOOnd letter contained ncouaations 
against Adam Lougheed, whom Aahford 
evidently regarded as unfriendly to him. 

Tho third letter, while enolossd in an on- 
velopo bearing tho magistrate's name, was 
addreaaed " to tho world at largo." It road 
as followa : 

" I intended to have my rovongo on 
Adam, tho scab, but if I had tried it I 
would have had to leave my little onoa to 
tho cold mercy of tho world. So I havo to 
lot him go. liut I will wait for him and 
BOttlo mattora boreal tor. I cannot write 
any more. Ask Adam if ho haa ntolen any 
pipe lately. 0. F. A." 

" I havo boon tho cauao of bringing six 
young children into tho world and I do nob 
think it right to leave thoni on thia earth 
without support. Bo i tako thoni with mo. 
Tho little glrla will novor havo to go on tho 
streets to earn tlieir living and their poor 
mother will bo an angnl. 

As It is improbable that little Mildred, tho 
elder daughter, will recover from hor injur- 
lea, Mugiatrato Jordan took her depoaition 
in brief at tho hospital to-day. It ia as fol- 
lows : 

" Papa brought two parcels home when 
he oamo in. The one he would not ahow. 
The other was a bottlo of whiskey. V»''hon 
I oamo back from practice papa was In bod. 
He slept with my little slater, I slept with 



mamma. Father got up and went down 
stairs after a while and we went 
to bed. Early in the morning 
father oame into our room, I heard a noiae, 
I was half asleep. I woke up, hearing my 
mother soream. She pulled the covers off ; 
she was shot. I uaw blood come from her 
mouth. Mamma put her head under the 
blankets, and papa shot at her again — shot 
through the covering. Then he shot at 
Violet. Then at me. He shot me in the 
head, Fred and Willie ran down stairs, 
Papa loaded up the gnn again and then ran 
away, I lifted mamma's head up. She 
oonld not speak." 

The patient became very wealc at thia 
stage, and the surgeons forbade the continu- 
ation o{ the examination, Ethel, another 
child of eight years, said : 

" When I heard the shooting, I ran into 
mother's room. Father says ; ' Run away, 
or I will kill yon,' I went back to bed, and 
father ran after Willie to kill him. I 
thought he would acme baok and kill me. 
Futhor has been drinking an awfni lot 
lately," 

Mr. Turnbull, head of the ohooking de- 
partment of the C. P. R. , to whom ono of tho 
threatening let tura waa addrcased, aaid thia 
afternoon ; " I think Aahford waa alill in 
the employ of tho company, though ho left 
voluntarily several daya ago. 1 never had 
any worda witli him in my life, and I havo 
worked with him about four years. I never 
hoard of Aahford quarrelling with Aduin 
Lougheed. I did not Icnow he had auy 
griovancoa. Thoonly theory I can entertain ia 
that when he committed tho awful deed he 
waa crazy. Ashford at one time or other 
throatenod to ' do ' throe dilforont omployea 
of tho C P.R , and no doubt ho waa under 
the deluaion that a number of the men were 
persecuting him. Ho had been drinking 
very heavily, and tho generally accepted 
theory ia that thia terrible tragedy ia but 
another of tho long liat of Crimea directly 
attributublo to vicious drinking."

First Meeting of New Cabinet DiscuBses 
Sir John Thompson's Fnneral 
Arrangements. 



Death of General Uacdongail, K,C,M.6 
—The Election In Camber- 
land, N.S.

Ottawa, Dao. 22.— The Grat meeting of 
tho new cabinet was hold to-day, when ar- 
rangements for the funeral of Sir John 
Thompson at Halifax were disonased. All 
the ministers will attend except Hon. Mr. 
Angers, whose health is not good. Hon. 
Mr. Bowe'I therefore asked him to remain 
at Ottawa to adminiator affairs. 

Hon. Mr. Dickey haa gone to Cumber 
land. Tho date of the election has not yet 
been announced, bub will not be delayed. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell will spend Christmas at 
Uelleville. 

The Canada Gazette to-day contains the 
offioial announcement of the new ministry. 
Sir John Carling drops out at his own re- 
queat. 

Mesara. McPhillips, Wootton & Barnard 
give notice of application to parliament for 
the incorporation of a company to build a 
railway from tho Taku river to Teslin lake, 
in the Yukon country. 

An order-in-couDcU has been pMsed set- 
ting aside certain lands at Golden for oemo- 
tory purposes. 

Word haa been recoived hero of tho death 
of General Sir Patrick Macdougill, K.CM. 
G., which occurred on tho 28th ult. He 
waa aged 75 yoara. The General is well re- 
mombored|here, from hia Svb years' connec- 
tion with tho miliiia, and tho cup presented 
byLady Maodougull ia one of tho trophies an- 
nually competed for at D.R A. meetings. Ho 
was Colonel of the Prince of Wales' Leinater 
regiment (Royal Canadians). General Mac- 
dongall held many staff appointmenta, 
among them being Adjutant- General of the 
militia of Canada from 1865 to 1869. He 
was the author of several important military 
works, inoludiug " Modern Warfare aa In- 
fluenced by Modern Artillery," " Tho 
Theory of War," and '* The Campaigns of 
Hannibal."

It was admitted that twelve infants 
had died at ditrercnb times while in their 
charge. Laco waa ac<|uitted, but ia held 
under the Gibaon aot on other ohargea. Hia 
wife was found guilty, buc tho jury recom- 
mended her to meroy. 

At a meeting of the exeontivo of tho 
general board of Methodist missions yester- 
day tho resignation of Rev. Dr, Eby, tho 
principal missionary in Japan, was received 
and acoeptod, to take effect tho first of next 
year. 

Tho ICmpiro to-day niuiouncea a ohango of 
ownership. It aaya it haa been underutood 
for Bonio timo that a number of loading men 
have taken a larger financial interest in tho 
Kmpiro with a view to aaauirjing a nioro ac- 
tive part in tho management of tho paper. 
Tho nccoaaary arrungemnntFi tn that end are 
now completed. After explaining tho poli- 
tical atalua of tho paper it nays it will take 
a front rank in Canadian journalism.

HOMEWARD BOUND. 



The Body of Sir John TLompsou Con- 
veyed From the Vetropolls 
to Fortsmoath 



Embarkation on Board H. "Blen- 
heim"— The Hlgrhest Honors 
Paid Deceased. 



London, Deo. 22. — Shortly before 9 
o'olook this morning the weather which dur- 
ing tho night had been especially Inclement 
cleared up, and under a bright sky the body 
of Sir John Thompson, the late Premier of 
Canada, left London for Portsmouth amid 
the profound silence of a largo crowd of peo- 
ple who stood bareheaded in and about the 
Victoria station until tho train was out of 
sight. It waa composed of two brake vans, 
two first-class carriages, one saloon cirrioge 
and a funeral car in the centre, which had 
been transformed into a mortuary ohapel. 

To receive the ooiBn, a magnificent cata- 
falque of black with ailvor bordoringa waa 
erected in tho centre of tho mortuary 
chapel On either side were tlirce gigmlio 
candelabra in which were liglited tapora. 
At tho head of tho catafalque wan u ailvor 
cross which occupied nearly tlio whole 
breadth of the end of tho mortuary ohapel 
and in front was a gold crucifix three feob 
high. Tho engine was draped with black. 

One of the brake vane waa filled with 
wreaths, conspicuous among them being tho 
magnificent wreath aenC by the Queen and 
another aont by the Marqula of Ripon, Tho 
platform from tho doorway of the atation to 
the door of the funeral car waa draped with 
black, and all the railroad olhcials on 
duty were dressed in mourning garments. 
Ono of the first persons who arrived at the 
station was the Marquia cf Lorne, formerly 
Governor-General of Canada, who in con- 
veraation with a correspondent asked him to 
cable to Canada the fact that , he attended 
the funeral out of deep respect for the de- 
ceased and on account of his unswerving 
love for Canada. (The two brake vans were 
klled to their utmost capacity with wreathe 
and crosses. 

Ihefaneral procession reached Yiotorift 
station at 8:45 a.m. TheoofBn was in an 
open four-horsed hearie followed by four 
mourning coaches. Over the coffin was the 
Canadian fiag and upon it rested the laurel 
wreath which tho Queen had personally 
placed upon tho temporary coffin previous 
to the removal of tho romaina from Windaor 
Caatlo. In tho firat carriage following the 
hearae wore Senator Sanford, Mr. J. G. 
Colmer, C. M. G., secretary tc the ofBoo 
of High Commiaaionor for Canada, 
and Father Longinetto, of St. Stephen's 
church, Windaor. Aa tho coffin waa being 
borne from the hearao to the funeral car, in 
which the tapera wore lighted, tho Marquis 
of Lorne entered Into oonveraation with Mr. 
Colmer and was preaentod to Mr. Sanford, 
to whom ho offered hia oondoloncea. There 
wore also oa tho platform Mr. James John- 
son, of Ottawa; Sir Frederick Young, presi- 
dent of the Royal Colonial Institute, and 
all the staff of tho Canadian office, Mr. 
Charles Robertson, of Toronto, and many 
othera. All along the route to tho railway 
station crowds of people gathered in spite of 
the early hour to pay their tribute of ra- 
sped to tho deceased Canadian atateaman. 
Punctually at 9:10 a m. the fnneral train 
left Victoria atation for Portsmouth and 
the remains of Sir John Thompson entered 
upon the first stage of their journey home. 

Portsmouth, Deo. 22 —Shortly after tho 
funeral train had left the station Father 
Longinetto oommenoed a private funeral 
service which lasted while the train traveled 
along on its journey from Victoria station ta 
this port. Among the notables on the trabi 
in addition to those mentioned were : ISr, 
John Howard, agent general in London for 
Nova Scotia ; Mr. Hartmanb W. Jnat, 
of tho Colonial office, representing th» 
Marquis of Ripon, and the Lord Chamlier* 
lain, the Right Hon. Lord Carrington^ 
K. C. M. G As soon as the funeral train was 
signalled ontside of Portsmouth at 11.20 all 
the ships in tho harbor half masted their 
ensigns and the first of twenty minute guns 
boomed a salute across the waters. At this 
sound all the flags on shore were dipped. 

Shortly after tho arrival of tho train thero 
was a heavy downpour of rain, but it booq 
pasaod off. Then tho officora of H. JiI.S. 
Hlonheim gavo ordera and eight bluo- 
jackota removed tho cofiiu from tho traia 
and a procoBsion waa formed, houdcd by 
tho Biahop of Portamouth in full 
roben, followed by a number of 
clergymen. Behind them came tho 
coffin borno by tho sailors. On each side 
of it walked tho pall bearers, MesBrs, 
Sanford, Colmer and Just on ono aide, 
and Sir Frederick Young, Mr, John 
Howard and Mr. Reynolda, Sir Charles 
Tupper'a aoorotary, on the other. Be- 
hind tho coffin walked Lord Pelham Clinton, 
master of the Queen's household, who re- 
presented tho Queen. Mujor Goneral Sir 
John McNeill, tho Quoen'a equerry, also 
attended in an official capacity. As the 
procosaion moved the silence was brok- 
en by the discharge of guns frontt 
tho Victory, while the ships In and about 
tho harbor dipped their ensigns. The Blen- 
heim half-masted, the Canadian ensign at the 
mizzen,and half-masted the Union Skcik aft. 
The massed bands ashore played the Dead 
March, the madnea and sailors reversing 
arms, The naval and milltsry ofiBcen gath- 
ered aboat the gangway of the Blenueim 
and saluted the coffin as it was slowly con- . 
voyod on board. During thia movement 
thoro was another crash of artillery accom- 
panied by musio from the bands. The Blen- 
heim was painted black fore and aft, her 
gangway being draped with black cloth, 
'The coffin was carried on board tho JJIen- 
helm by tho clfioors of the voaaci between 
two files of marines with roveraed arms, 
whilo tho sailors and marines drawn up on 
tho upper deck saluted, Tho proceaaiou 
halted on tho main deck and tho coffin was 
lowered by thebluojaokota into tho mortuary 
chamber, the captain'a cabin. 

From ll;IiO until noon to-day o funeral 
knoll waa tolled from Westminstor Abbey, 
Tho Queen poraonally boro all the oxponaes 
inoidont to convoying tho romaina of the 
lato Canadian Premier from Windsor to 
London. 

When tho White Star liner Majestic 
touched at Queenstown on Thursday night 
laat a beautiful basket ol flowera waa hand- 
ed to Mian Thompson, daughter of the late 
Premier, from tho Countess of Aberdeen 
and tho council of Industrial Assooiation.

City merobants report an active Christ- 
mas trade, though in some lines not as good 
as at the same senaon oc previous yeara. 

Deer are coming down to the shores of 
Okanasan lake In oonalderable numbers, and 
are frequently seen by passengers on the 
passing steamers. 

Mr. F, MoGowen, judge of the Gourd of 
Bflvlslon and Appeal, paid Midway a visit 
last week. There waa no appeal. Mr. Mo- 
Gk>wen picked up considerable professional 
bnainesa in oonneotion with the St. Law- 
rence. 

Among a party which left this olty last 
spring for the Nechaoo country was Mr. 
Robt. Turnball, and a few months later a 
report waa circulated that he had met his 
death by drowning in one of the northern 
rivers. The report lacked authontio con- 
firmation and was not generally credited, 
but a recent oommunioation roooivedby Mr. 
Tboa, Glendenuiog proves that it waa only 
too true. Mr. Glcndenning's corroapoodent 
is a man called Belong, who was one of the 
party preaent when tho aad accident, which 
occurred in tho Nation river, took place. 
Mr. TurnbuU waa attempting to ford tho 
stream on horseback, and was swept away 
to his death by tho swift current, his body 
never being recovered. The dcco»«ed waa 
well and favorably known in this city, and 
many friends will hear with sincere regret 
the sad Intelligence of his sudden death. 

The commonage has rapidly settled up 
since it was thrown open for pro-oniption, 
and several of the settlers whose claims front 
on Okanugan lake are badly in need of a 
road to their farms. Over 500 acrea in this 
vicinity haa been broken and will be under 
crop next season, bo it will be neceeeary to 
have a road eutlioiontly pasaablo to enable a 
tbreahing maohino :o bo taken in, and if poa- 
sible work should be commoncod early in 
the spring. There are two routes by which 
the road could go, one along the shore of the 
lake, and another which would branch off 
from the Mission road at some point near 
the top of the divide. Several of tho set- 
tlen have been pub to considerable incon- 
venienoe through the dIfiSoulty experienced 
in reaobing their homes with loaded wagons, 
and the matter Is one of auffioient publio im- 
portance to commend itself to the attention 
of the government.

Jjast Moments of Novelist Stevenson— Tho 
Political Situation EM Become 
£j(treuely CrIUiuL 

AfiA, Samoa, Dec, 5.— (Oorrespondonoo 
of the United Pross, per atoamor "Arawa,") 
— Robert Louts Stevenson, the novelist, 
died of apoplexy on the evening of the 3rd 
instant. His funeral took place the follow- 
ing day, the remains being interred on the 
extreme summit of Vala mountain, 1200 foot 
above sea level. Thoro were about twenty 
^faitea and sixty Samoivns prcuent. Juat 
tijfore the fatal attack Mr. Steven- 
son was superintending tho prepara- 
tion of acme aalad droasing, whioh 
indicated that ho waa in ({ood health 
and spirits. Suddenly ho felt pains in hia 
liead, and waa almost immediately struck 
down« never regaining consciousness. 
Sliortly before he ceased to breathe his fav 
erItB servant, a Satnoan, sang a hynm in a 
' sweet but powerful voice, affecting all pre- 
sent. 

Tl3ie Land GommiaBlonera held a short aes- 
sion at Lufilnifi on November 14. The 
natives declined to receive the commieaion- 
ore in their official oapacity, and It was with 
difliaulty that a houue was found in which 
to hold tho enquiry. A roproaontativo of 
Atua addroaaod tho commiBsionors, and de- 
clared they would nob recognize thorn as 
long as tho preaent native govorn- 
monb existed. The commiaaionors hastily 
confirmed certain lands to several alien 
claimants and then returned to Apia. For 
some woeka tho natives in Saradii h.va boon 
in arms and akirmiahes havo occurred on 
the nortborn coiat, but aa yet no fatalitina 
have boon reported. Tho IJribish man-cf ■ 
war Wallaroo arrived on tho I0:h ult. to 
relieve tho Curacoa, which loft for New 
Zealand. Tho Oormnn man-of-war Buzzird 
was relieved by tho Fulnon on tho lat inat., 
and also sailed for New Xoaland. Tho situ- 
atiod here is extremely critical ; both fac- 
tions are armed and preparing for tho re- 
newal of hostiiitiea. A new outbreak can- 
not be avoided unleas Ktng Malletoa abdi- 
cates or is aasasainated..

While tho 
men fiOTO at dInLur iho oaptaia battened 
thfm down iinJur tho hatohoa and then 
broufiht them down to Vancouver. Tho point 
raiaod liy Mr. A. J. McCoU, Q C , who ap- 
peared for tho ludiuna yesterday, was that 
thoy cuuld not bo convicted of a " revolt," 
bocauBO the word revolt waa a techniol oiio 
and wiia only applicable to cuaoa whore tho 
men bolongod lo tho ship or owed aomo 
duty to ita miuator. 

Tho men in question, ho oontoudod, wore 
mere paeaengera and according to tho 
authorities cited could not bo guilty of "re- 
volt," as thoy did not belong to the crew or 
ship's company. 

Tho court bold that this wai the oaae and 
quashed the conviction.

TEB SALVATION ARMY. 

Those who have watched tho rise of tha 
Salvation Army oannot bub wonder how ib 
I* thab thii extraordinary organizttion haa 
abtained its present dimensions in ao short a 
time. The Army is both religions and 
philanthropic. It holds out do induco- 
menta to ita soldiers that aro commonly con- 
sidered actraotivo. There is no glory, in 
the ordinary sense of tha term, to be gained 
in its service. It requires of the soldiers of all 
ranlcs, parity of life and constant self •saori- 
'fioe. The s&criScea which a Salvation soldier 
is required to make are nob merely sentl- 
ttientu.l or spiritual. They are very suh- 
etantUl. He mu3t work hard, nob for hia 
-cwD good but for the good of others. He 
snnab assooiate with tlie lowest and most re- 
pnlslve membera of society in snoli a way aa 
to c;ain their oonfiJeDoe. He oanaot acquire 
property, ho must work for very low 
wages indeed, and ho has no guarunteo that 
thoaa wages, poor as they are, will bo oon- 
tiauad, . The recruiting aergeant tolls bim 
no lies. Ilie oonditlons of the aervioe are 
known to faim before he enlists. Tbia ii 
■what Professor Charles A. Brigga, D.D., in 
bha December number of the North Americin 
Review eays about the oondltioaa of tho 
aervioe : 

The Salvation Army has also its vowa 
The soldiers are eworn in and uro required 
to wear tho uniform, to obey thoir oflicers, 
to ubatain from drink, tobacco and worldly 
umusemDnls, to live in simplicity und ec:ouo- 
my, earning their livelihood und Ba\inf^ froin 
their oarninRB for tho advancement of tho 
Kingdom of Ood. Tho olficers assume more 
serioaa vows. Ihoy wear the uniform of 
ot£aers, abstain from jewelry and Qnory and 
dress in acoordanoe with the direotioo of 
laeadqaartera, They cannot make an 
«ng»;;ement of marriage with anyone or 
marry without the consent of tho district 
officer liiul head((Uttrtors, and their com- 
piinioiis in inurritt^u must also be ofiicors 
ablo to uo opurato with them in the work of 
tho Army, Tiiey are not allowed to work 
for tliemaelves, bub only for the Army, and 
tliab with bha ooaaenb of headquarters. 
They oannot reoaive presents of any kind 
for themselves, net even food, unless it be to 
meeb their wanta while tho oorps is unablu 
to give the necessary support. The maii 
mum sum for tha support of ofiicors in tho 
United States is ; For single men, liouten- 
anta $G weekly and captains $7 ; for sicglu 
women, lieutenants $5 weekly and oaptains 
$G ; for m»rried men, $10 per week and 81 
per week for eaoh child under 14 years 
of ago, Tho allotment in other ooun- 
trica dupoudo on tho coat of living. Kvon 
this Bum ii not guaranteed. Every 
oOicer ia expected aa far as praatloablo to 
colloot his own aalary in hia field, and " per- 
fectly uadorstanda that uu salary or allow 
anca ia guiiruntnoi to him, and that ho will 
have no claim aguinal tho Salvation Army 
or against any ouo sonnoctod therewith on 
account of aalary not reooived by him," 
The officers are pledged to promptly oarry 
otit ail orders of suporior oflicers und to be 
ready to maroh at short notice to any plaoe 
where they aro directed to go, in any part 
of their own land or of tho -world. 

Such being aomo of the conditions of the 
eorvico it might naturally be supposed that 
tlie« enlistments woald not be very namor- 
ona, that bhe enthusiasm of the oSioera 
would soon cool and that a very large pro- 
portion would, after a little while, resign 
and Book some easier and better puid aervioe. 
Bub we do noii hoar that this is the o^so. 
Tha Army hoa been from its formation oon- 
etantly increasing and we liave never beard 
(bat its progress WM eyer impeded by tha 



want of olBcers ready and willing to do ita 

work. When the Army was first formed 
the Aeaooiatlon to wbioh Mr. Rioth be- 
longed had 29 mission stations and 31 offi. 
osn; the year after the itttttoBs were 31 
and the ofiSaers 88. In seventeen 
years the Salvation Army bad grown to 
3,200 oorps, ofiSoered by 10,7SS men and 
women. Its nowapapor organ, tho War 
Ury, ia publlahotl in 2S forma, in 14 
lan^ju tgce, with a circulation of Si.UUO,OOU 
copioB a year. Tfae Army bfts oorps in 
eighteoQ oonntrloa. 

One feature of tho Army and ono which, 
no doubt, has contributed greatly to ita suo- 
cesa, is that its aoldiora are both men and 
women ; they fight side by aide and aro 
on a perfect equality in every respect 
Women's rights are fuiiy recognized 
in the Salvation Army, The soldiers 
are roligious. A strong aeuso of 
religioiiB duty ie tho binding principle 
und tho motive power of tho organizition, 
but it does not appear to us that they are 
very strong in what old fashioned people 
term theology. Xbe Army has no distino 
tive creed, Ib does not attempt to prosely 
tise those whom it helps. Ita soidiers do 
not ask any poor creature who needs thoir 
ministrations to what ohurch he bolonga 
Their busioesB ia to drag him out of tho pit 
into whioh ho has f tllen and to help him to 
lead a batter life. They look alter his body 
aa well aa hia aoal. If he ia hungry thoy 
feed them, if he is naked they 
clothe him, if he has no homu 
they fjnd a shelter for him 
The ability and ingenuity exeroiaed by 
Gonoral Booth in dovising moans by which 
the fallen can be raised and given a freah 
start in life are really wondetfal end arc 
calculated to teach the ({overnmentB of all 
civilized and Chriabian nations a most valu- 
able lesson in tho managemont of tho pon 
and tho vicious. 

General Booth will in a short time visi^ 
this Froviooe. Ib will be bhe privilege of 
British Columbiana to see and hear tfae man 
who raised tho Sal vat ion Army and formed tho 
oonatitution which has enabled it to increase 
so rapidly aod to do ao much good. General 
Booth is ono of the hiatcry-makors of the 
Yiotorian age. The organlzjtion which ho 
has formed will live long after his labors on 
earth are finished ; and his plans for the re 
lief of the poor and the reformation of the 
vioions, will, we believe, be alopted and de 
velopod by men who, if they aro not on 
dowod with hiagonins, will be imbuod with 
the spirit whic'i haa led him to devote his 
life and his powers of mind and body to the 
service of tlie most helpless and the mont 
friendlosB of his fellow mortals. 



OOLJ) Ijy THE STATES. 

There are a great many people in the 
neighbrring republic who are grieved to find 
that gold cannot be kept In the United 
States Treasury. The gold reserve is con 
tinnally getting below tha safety line. As 
soon as gold is borrowed to replenish the re 
servo fund an army of note holders invade 
tho treasury and demand gold for their pa 
pDr. And their demand must be met, and the 
reserve beoomea less and lees every succeed 
ing day. The other day, after the loan was 
effected, there waa $116,000,000 gold 
or so in the Government's oo£fers, 
A weak or two afterwards it was 
down to $98,000,000, and in 
short time it will be as low or lower than 
over. What is to be done ? Borrow another 
fifty or sixty millions 1 Certainly, say some 
of the fiaanoiers and thank yonr stars that 
the gold can be borrowed. Q^he Govern 
ment's paper must not be allowed to de 
preciato. If the Government failed to meeb 
ita paper with specie and that specie gold 
there wonld be a revolution in the country. 

There are soma who say that the Govern- 
ment ahoald not le-issae bhe notea ib re- 
deema with gold. Ib ahonid keep them in 
Its vaults or destroy them and It 
should roluae to bo tho nation's 
banker any longer. There are other 
ooantties which do aa much business aa the 
United States who do not care a button 
whether the Government has mush gold or 
little gold in ita possession, yet these coun- 
tries hovo money enough for all the pur- 
poaoa of businosa. There is Great Britain. No 
ono in tho Three Kingdoma is ooncorned 
about the amouab of gold that tho Govern- 
ment posaesses ; and over the line in Canada, 
where tha people are fairly well ofiT, we 
never hear of the Government being under 
tho nooesBity of borrowing gold to moot its 
paper. Wliy ojnnot tho United .Stules 
adopt a currency ayatoui similar to that 
which obtaioB In either of these countries V 
Seorotary Carlisle is of this opinion, und 
the dear-headed President holds the same 
viewa. They want to establiah a banking 
ayatom whioh will relievo tho Government 
of tho roapotialbility of Bupplyiiij; Iho nation 
with money and which will losaun the dan- 
ger of pantos (ooh as that from whioh the 
United States suffered laat summer and 
with whioh li Is threatened whenever there 
ia an unusual drain on the gold reserve in 
tho Treasury. 

Tha Secretary of tho Troasury's idea ia a 
good one and ooa that rocouimends itsolf to 
basinesB men of experienoe and ability, but 
there are men in Congress who have 
tiueor notions about monoy and 
banks. Thoaa men are likoly to re- 
ject Mr. Carlisle's proposals or any 
modifioition of them whioh skilled financiers 
may euggesb. Ib ia not likely that the advo- 
cates of a queer onrrency will ba able to 
foist any of their systems on the oonntry, 
but it is to be feared that they are strong 
flnoagh to secure tho rejection of any reason- 
able schonie that may bo proposed. So tho 
United Stales will moat likoly go on bor- 
rowing gold aa often aa the revenue gets 
low, and bastnesa men will be in oontinual 
hob water leat (he loan will not be made in 
time to prevent a panio. The situation of 
tho United States is unpleasant, bub 
there ia no fear, if its aff.iira are 
wisely maaaged, of its audoring at 
all aerloualy for want of oaah, It ia in 



the position of a busineaa man who has 
plenty of property and whose prospects are 
good, but who has more paper afloob than 
he can at the moment roadily meet. His 
credit, bow6yer, la good, and there are many 
capitalists who are glad to have (he oppor 
tunity of lending him money on fair terms 
As long aa this stato of things continues ho 
ia all right. But lot tho men of money get 
it into their hoiida that hia ufl'iira are badly 
managed and tho security for their loans U 
nob likely to remain good— then ohaos 
oomes. And so it will be with Unole Sam 
if the currency cranks onoe get the upper 
hand in Congresa. 

A MINIi\0 BUREAU. 

Tho estiibllshmont of a mining bureau in 
this Piovicoo wo find moots with tlio ap 
provul of mining men, both hero und iu tho 
United States. Ib ia univoraally believed 
that Britieh Columbia needs suoh an inati' 
tulion, and that when ib is established it 
will do a very great deal towards develop 
ing tho mineral reaourooa of tho Province, 
This is v.'hab tho " Northwest Mining Re- 
view," published in Spokane, says about tho 
bill introduced by the Minister of Mines : — 

AWISB MBASiniE. 

The British Columbia Legislature has 
under consideration a bill providing for the 
establishment of u miniDg bureau and min 

ing school for tho province. Mr. Kellle, re- 
presenting tho Kootenays, ia tho prime 
mover of tho bill, whioh seema to havo met 
with the hearty approval ol tho other mem- 
burs, with a few exceptions. Tlio eataU'Iah 
inent of auch an inatitution will do moro to 
place tho itiining iuduatry — which ia al 
ready tho greatest iu tho provir c^, though 
not aa yet thii most riMjuuierativo, becaueo 
of ita comparative recent duvolopnient — on a 
reooijnizud plane with thn other induatries 
of the province, and will encourage the 
aystematic and intelligent operation 
of tho minus. It will also result 
in tho speedy erection of smelting 
and reduction plantr, and educate the 
young men ao that they may bo fully 
((juippod to ontor tho fiold and make tho 
boat use of their educ.ition to thoir own and 
their country's advantage. Tho initial und 
annual outlay will be many limes repaid in 
tho rceults obtained, and the government 
will bo many tiiiiea tho gainer. More money 
is wasted or loat through tho ignorance of 
tho operator Ihun in any other way in min 
ing and its allied induatries. Thoae states 
or countries who havo well established and 
equipped mining sohoola are in tho front 
rank, while such as are too poor or touohurt 
sighted to establish suoh ioatitutions are 
the least progressive. Eduoatioa ia the nrat 
requisite In any branch cf business, and 
mining is no exception, ^e feel sure that 
the Provincial Legislature will uaderskand 
the importance of the measure and will act 
upon it. 

DEPLORABLE I RREVERENCEl. 

The Times does not soem to think that 
there ia anytliiog wroni; or improper in 
travoalying Scripture. There arc, however, 
people who think that a parody of Scripture 
used for the purpose of ridiculing or dis- 
oreditiog a polltioal opponent is a very offen 
eive form of blasphemy, and there are others 
who, though not roligiouely inolinod, regard 
such an imitation of the style of the sacred 
writings as in exceedingly bad taste. Wo 
have a nation that among these was the par 
liamentary reporter of the Times, for we 
observe that he took no notioo whatever of 
the exhibition which Mr. Graham made of 
himself or of tho refereneo to the matter 
immediately made by Mr. Adams. The Col- 
onist reporter very properly made a record of 
both Mr. Graham's travesty and Mr, Adams' 
comments upon ib. The appropriateness of 
our reporter's remark ia fully borne onb by 
the travesty Itaolf, which is reproduced in 
yesterday evening's Times. Surely our con 
temporary does not need to be told that no 
one who had the slightest rovorcnco for the 
saured Soriptures would either write or re 
port such a oompoaibion for any purpose 
whatever.

ClIINKSE RESTRIOTIOH. 

Mn BooKiis moved; "That an humble 

addreea bo presented by this houae to the 
LieuteniiLit-Governor, praying him to agoin 
inovo tho L) )imuiou government to incroaso 
tho per capita tax on Chinamen coming into 
tho Dominion to $100 each ; at tli- same 
time expreaaing atrongly the opinion of thia 
houiotlut Ihree-fourtha of all niontys ro- 
caived at British (Columbia porta from tho 
proposed higher tax, or (if euch higher tux 
hi not. iinpoeeri) from the present tax of $50, 
should be paid to this Province, u.a tho chief 
iLjury from the preeeooo of theso Chinamen 
11 au-itaincd by ttiis Province, and not hy the 
Duuiiuion. " 

Motion agreed to without diaousaion. 

KEIilSTItAKS' KEF.S AND UDTII-IS 

Mk Swoud moved : " That an order of 
tho hnusa ha granted for a return ehowiog : 
(a ) Tho receipts from law atama from each

Judicial fuQctlona certaiii'y ought not to bo 
rti'purid to tho regiatrars unli'SH ihc circuiir 
B'ancci wore such that the buBiniHi could 
thus bn trantiicted without pri juiiice to the 
public inttreats, and 'he houao might well 
l e placed in a position to piooouuco upon 
this po nt. He therefuro suggested that the 
motion be so framed that the return may In- 
clude a statement of the recent references to 
regiatrura liy j idgPB.

E OUGHT all of us 

to pay inoro attention 
to our used and abus- 
ed foot, aud as on 
this theme we moot 
on a common footing 
let me be as frank 
And everyda^'ish in stylo as if talking 
"by yonr side. 

I was imprcssod lately by tlio remarks 
of a proniiuent public man, wlioso prot- 
ty daughter -svas sitting at his foot lac- 
ing his shoes, which wore easy and sen- 
sible, but ovidontly exponsivo. His foot 
had tho nir of buing valued and cared 
for, and as ho loulv-ed down with a par- 
donablo bit of vanity at these well shap- 
ed, 'vvoll shod pedal extremities he said: 
"I often talk to my feet. I say to thorn: 
'Vou havo carried mo uncomplainingly 
niaur a yviw and ruauy a mile. I will 
try to repay your faithful, invaluable 
assistance by giving to you good caro, 
comfort and cleanliness. " 

Then as an opposite picture thcro 
domes to mind an immense swimming 
pool connected with a mammoth hotol 
iu California, whoro I used to sit niorn- 
ingH and watch thu bathers enjoying the 
slide and diviug, floating aud genoral 
sport. And snob pathological spooimeus 
of foot. Oh, horrors! A distressing col- 
lection of distortud misshaped torinina- 
tious that had ouco been pretty, dim- 
pled, pink toed, symmetrical footi 
Kiiol)s, escrescences, toes twisted and 
craiuped and a corn on each, hardly a 
docoiit foot even ainong tho women. A 
few yomig girla bad not Huccoodod in 
spoiliiijj thoirs, but they woro doing 
thoir best to attain that result Artists 
find it almost impo.ssiblo to secure even 
. a natural foot as a model. 

"Trilby" feet are rare, out of novels! 
A dainty, well kept, fascinating foot is 
captivating, aud who cau blamo a wom- 
an for being vaiu of such a po.ssos.slou? 

But if nature, aided by the laws of 
heredity, has not given a small foot 
with Andalusian instep and a spirited, 
coquettish expression — for foot express 
fully as nnieii as hand.s — wo can at least 
forbear to deform such foot as have beou 
vonohsafed to us. Girls are far more 
sensible now about footgear than iu 
my youth. Still further hack many a 
chnruiitig belle btonght on consumption 
by goiiJij to dances with silken hose aud 
satin Blip])cra, (vith no sort of extra pro- 
tection, even it; goi;ig through snow to 
roach lier carriage. My gonoratiou woro 
inclined to wear boots and shoes a si 7.0 
too short, vainly imagining it reduced 
The effect, wlicreas it but increased tho 
breadtli, malting tho tortured foot look 
liko an ovorstuiTcd bran piuoushion 
and creating bunions aud ingrowing 
nails. I know well that I labored to 
squeeze a 4Ki foot into a 3 boot because 
a man wlioiii I locked up to as a h(!ro 
and (Icinigod, as girls will, onco said 
of my t'r.v.t lliat they wero so big he sup- 
posed that when I wanted to enter a 
door "I had to take thom off, unscrew- 
ing them, and begin endways!" He was 
weak on the thcmo of tiny feet aud only 
said this in tho nu!rest fun. 13nt how 
my i)0(ir punished toes did ache and rO'' 
bol aud pay mo back in full for my id- 
iocy I 

Nowadays girls and women under- 
stand that Q half sizo in extra length 
f^ives a .'^tylish ellVct atid adds to com- 
fort. 1 oli'ored a pair of pretty slippers, 
made for evening wear, with tho fasli- 
ionablo French heel, to a schoolgirl 
whoso foot was suialli'r than nnno. But 
Bhe suid most Fensibly: "(Jli, I could 
not wear tho.^ol My It.'aelirr at tliegym- 
uasiuiu iiisist.s on my wearing a fi al- 
ways!" Tlio crazo for ])liy.-iral culture 
and ntldetics is a boon to tho so long 
u])in-cs--i'il I'l'ef. Look at tlio shoos made 
fur nmning or for long tramps or cliuib- 
■ULT iiinuiitains 1 I think tho oxcossively 
uroiul siile is not a good innovation. Our 
feet arc not shaped like a dustpan or a 
palm leaf fall, and the poor little too, 
scraping along all alone, in unaccustom- 
ed space, is ajit to make conii)l:iint. Wo 
caro much inoro for tho exterinr cuvering 
than for what is protected. Patout leath- 
er is showy, "dressy," as they say, but 
is sure to draw the feet and will soon 
crack and look shabby. How well I ro- 
uiember tho agony and ni(jrtiiication of 
a distinguished elocutionist who onco 
dined with mo, having tho seat of hon- 
or. I saw ho was suffering, but thought 
It oonrtoous at first not to notice it. But 
lie grew pale, and evidently something 
;inist bo done. I proposed ho should 
k';iv() the table, and ho worked away and 
tried to get off his brand new patent 
leather slioos. His feet woro so swelled 
ho had to onll for assistance, and then 
he plunged tho feet into cold water and 
liad t'liom rubbed, and at last in an old 
l)air (if slippers, a inilo too big for him, 
ho rotunicd too lato to enjoy a good din- 
ner. He ODdnrad like a Spartan, but ro- 
liof had to be obtained. Ho felt that et- 
iquette domaiidod his remaining at his 
post. Old s!ioes(blcss 'emil must always 
bo worn when 0110 hiis to stand long or 
in traveling or whonevor such an ex- 
porioiico would bo avoided. The foot 
plioulil be bathed every night in Warm, 
not li'it ivati i-, iiruio soft with a little 
bor;ix, .■^ndn, iiear!ini) or ammonia, and 
then rnlibi d wirii pumice stone on the 
boel to k'-i'p it smooth, occasionally giv- 
ing a ecii-.:rul rub with some such sim- 



ple lubricant as vaseline, cosmoUne, 
heated olive oil or the plebeian mutton 
tallow. 

Corns cau easily bo cured at home. 
Thoy are oansed by prossuro. Roi'iiove 
that and prevent all friction. For tho 
soft variety nothing is better thim a 
piece of linen cloth dipped in turpen- 
tine. Remove the thom from the more 
obstinate sort (after moistening with 
diluted auiinonia) with a sharp pou- 
knifo or an old razor. Use iodine for 
inflamed, swelling joints. A band of 
old fashioned sticking plaster wound 
round the entire foot is often a great 
comfort. Use powder in sumnior. 
Change stockings often. After all this 
comes warmth. IDiseaso often strikes a 
fatal chill through thin soles or unpro- 
tected ankles. Warm foot iu winter 
aro the secret of freedom from colds. 
A pair of 15 cent cork soles will oftou 
ward off pneumonia. Running about 
tho room with bare foot chilly morn- 
ings or ovon down stairs has caused 
death many a time to my knowledge. 
It may bo all right for that wise monk 
somowhoro in Germany to oblige his 
patients to dash barefooted through tho 
snow. Ho puts thom through proper 
treatment after tho shock. We must 
not attempt it. 

Then walking — this seems a simple 
thing, but how many people do you 
know who walk well, so that it is a pleas- 
ure to watch thom? Tho majority roveal 
laii;;'.ia'>''.', la^neiitablo ignorance of tlio 
first rules for a good and graceful gait. 
Most persons show almost the entire 
soles of thoir foot as they approach you. 
Some strut along on their heels. Some 
too in with 0110 or lioth feet. Tho ball 
of tho foot should (Irst touch the ground 
or floor. At least wo should aim for 
that and keep tho solo down, springing 
a littlo on tho toa How many people 
over 35 can you think of who move 
easily or have any elasticity as they 
move? Tapping tlio floor with tho foot 
norvouslj-, as always seen on tho stage, 
is forbidden by every disciple of Dol- 
sarte. It is a natural but inelegant way 
of expressing impatience, anxiety or in- 
decision. No 6110 has learned tho great 
art of self control who cannot keep his 
foot still under trying circumstances. 
Then the position of tho feet iu public 
places. Look at tho long row of feet iu 
a ferryboat, too absurdly many to try to 
describe. Many unconsciously wind ono 
foot round tho chair leg wliile eating. 
Some even sit on ouo foot. 

Notice all this to learn hotter man- 
ners for yourself, but don't allude iil a 
personal way to ill bred positions of feet 
iu a public placo, or you may got caught 
as I did. I had been listouing to an in- 
teresting essay on grace in ordinary life, 
in sitting, standing, walking, eto., and 
after it was fluiBbod a gentleman asked 
to be presented to ma whom I had long 
wi.shed to meet. Ho complimontod tho 
speaker, owned tho truth of tho criti- 
cisms, and as I liappcnod to boo a young 
lady in ftont of us, with right foot iu- 
twinod around her chair, I said, "Just 
look ahead of us at a striking instance 
of such bad habits." He looked. His 
face fell. He said rather sharply, "That 
is my daughter." Convorsatiou natu- 
rally flagged, and ho soou excused him- 
self. I had unwittingly "put my foot 
into it." Pity me. 

Last of all, but most important, don't 
make your foot carry you whore yon 
ought not to go, where yon would bo 
ashamed to bo seen by thoao you best 
love. Tho Bible is considered old fash- 
ioned and mostly historical tluv^o ad- 
vanced days, but it is full ot warning 
advice on this as 011 almost every other 
subject enacted to our well doing. I give 
but one line from Proverbs, "Ponder 
the path of thy feet!' '

Besnlt of the Important Will Case 
Appeal.to the Foil 
Gonrt.' 



Findlngr of the Court Below Keversed 
—Mr. Justice Walkem's 
JndKinent. 



(Full Court, lloCroight, Walkom, Drake, JJ,) 
An.tMS v. McBkath, — This action «aB 
brought by the plaintiff for a deolaratton by 
tha oourt that a will made by tho plaintiff'B 
unole, one HairiUol AdaniB, in tho delendant'a 
favor, waa invalid on tho alleged ground of 
hia teatanientary incapacity. The action waa 
tried by Mr. Juatico Creaao without a jury, 
and bo found for tho plaintifT. That finding 
ia now appaaled from, and wo have, there- 
fore, to oonslder whether It waa warranted 
or not by the evidence. In doing ao wo 
must bo guided by the well andoratood prin- 
ciple that the law diatinatly concedea the 
right to every capable teatator to cliBpoco of 
his property aa ho pleaaea, witliout rcgiird to 
what may bo termed aentlmtntal claima 
arising from oonaangulnity or family lioa. I 
make thie obForvalion becauee tho learned 
j'ldge haa dwelt upon the importanco of euoh 
olaitna and haa, in ilToct, hold that in con- 
teata like the proeent ihuy aro, from their 
very nature, entitled to primary oouaidera- 
tion, whereaa tho contrary ia tho oaao, and, 
indeid, bo much that if we should be of 
opinion that the loarnod judifo'e finding 
ought to be Bustained, then the rrspeotivo 
righta of the heira and next of kin cf tho de- 
oeaaed will virtually be settled and assured 
to them by the Scatatoa of Inheritanoa and 
DIatributlon. 

Waa tho will In qneation the will of a free 
and capable teatator — the vtll\ of a man who 
porfeutly understood Ita effect and fully up 
predated Its oonsequences ? Thia ia the 
only question we have to decide, aud ita de- 
cision depends upon the evidence, nob upon 
sontimeDt. 

The facts oonaeoted with tho execution of 
tho will are few and simple ; but, upon ro- 
ferrlrg to them, a brief outline of the teata- 
tor's charaoter and mode of life would aeem 
nocoaaary. Adams waa a printer by trade, 
very iniuiiii;ent, self roliatt and) ndepot dent 
n ohuracier. He waa very decided in hie 
viowB, and had a alrong will which one of 
the witnosaea described as," obatinaoy. " Ho 
was a bachelor, and led u somewhat solitary 
life, and waa very reticent about hia private 
air.irs, ovon amongat tho few whom ho 
may have regarded aa hia friends. He spent 
the laat thirieon yeara of hia life in Vicioria, 
and beirg of aober and thrifty habita ho ao- 
(juired a few thousand dollara' worth of 
property which he left by tho will which la 
now impeached to the defendant. In whoso 
houae ho died, after a short illnoas, at the 
ago of about 84 The will having been made 
during his last illness, hia mental oondiliun 
at the time be executed It ia the turning 
point of this as of all similar cases. 

Oo Monday, the Otb of November, 1891, 
Adama waa found by aome of hia nel^bbora 
lying on the floor of hia bedroom iu a chilled 
and belpleaa atate. Dr. Mtlne waa ahortly 
'fcerwarda called In, .and after examlDinn 
the patient attributed bis condition to a 
lack of food and warmth, obaerving at> the 
time to those present, doabtleas ia view of 
the patient's age, lor be knew htm, that 
"tho clock" had "nearly run down." 
After prescribing restoratlvea Dr. Milne left 
tho house. Next morning Mr. Kiraop, who 
had a friendly feellog for Adams and was, 
subsequently, one ot the principal witnesaea 
for the present plaiotiff, called upon Dr. 
Milne and suggested that Adama should be 
removed to the hospital or to MclSsath'u 
house so that he might receive proper atten- 
tion Tho suggestion was approved of, and 
Mr. Kirsop apparently iicted upon it, for 
when the doctor visited Adams no.^t day 
" I found," aa ho states, " that he had made 
up his mind to go to MoBeath'a, and " re- 
quired no persuasion from mi to 
do so." liesides this, . Adama had 
flatly refused to go to tho hospiiul ; 
and although, it ia trun, thkt he a'; tirat ob 
jfoted to bo taken to M jBoath'a, hu explain- 
ed hia reluctance on that acoro us being due 
to a fear on his part that ho would give too 
much trouble to Mrs. MoBeuth, whom, as 
tho evidence shows, ho greatly respected. 
At any rate, when he got to Mciieath'e ho 
said, "I have oome hero at last. Ir, ian't a 
bad place to come to." Mr. Kiraop, more- 
over, seated In the witness box that he 
thought " it was a very good thing" for 
Adama to go to MoBeath'a " for (to quote 
hia evidence)," I thought he waa a particu- 
lar frieod of old Mr, AdatTjS, and it w&s a 
pretty good thing to do, and I advised him 
( Adams) " to do it." From this evidence, 
the learned judge, aa appeara by his judg- 
mnut, Qime to the oonoluaion, ia the first 
place, that Adama waa removed againat hia 
will to MoBaalh'a— which. In view of his 
woakneaa, ia tantamount to saying that ho 
waa forced to go there ; next, that l^r. Milne 
waa one of tboaa who perannshUy induced 
him " oontrary to hia deaire " to go there ; 
and laatly that McBeatb was a mere " ao- 
(liiaiutaooe" of Adama', although Mr. Kir- 
top'a atatement that " he waa a particular 
friend of Adams'" wan corroborated by two 
iiilior witnesses - Mr. Hastio and Mr. I'ldl- 
lipa. Tld'i I vkiontly was a miaconcoplinn 
on tho part of tho leiirnod jinigo of tljo evi- 
dence referred to. Rutuiiiing to tbo all- 
important (|ueHtion nl Adaniti' mental con- 
dition, Dr. .Mdno'n eviiiuncu in, to the t irocr, 
that bo visited Adairia for the second tinin 
on Tuesday the 11th, and found that, ho was 
much improved ;— that, on Wednesday, 
tho improvement, continued, and the patient 
" waa i|uito intelligent " — " (juilo clear, 
iTiontally," and that " hi-i tcu'ainenlary ca- 
paci'y waa quite clear," and ao n.ucheo that 
" he wua able to trunaact aud buaineta that 
day and ijonio following daya ua well " ; that 
h3 waa " mentally quite clear" on Q'liura- 
day, Friday and Saturday, but waa not ao 
clear on Sunday, tho 15ih ;— and that, on 
.Monday ho waa " pirtly unconaaioua," and 
wag moro or Iraa oo until Wed- 
neaday afternoon, when he died. I 
have bi'eu thua minute in deal- 
ing with Dr. Milnu'a testimony, bo- 
cauHo it ia, with the exception ot that given 
l)y Mr. Hall, the solicitor who drew tho 
will, the only dlalntereited evidenoe there 
ia with reapeob to Adama' teatamentary 
oapaoity. Moreover, Dr. Milne knew noth- 
log of Adame' Intentlona aa to hia property, 
'nor waa he aware that a will had been made 
uatil after Adama' death. He therefore 
could havo had no interiat in (upportiog 
either of tho proscnij liil.'^inta. Hia evidence 
ia on the face of it that of an unbiaeaed and 
conscientious witness ; and in ibia opinion 
my loarnod onlluaguca ouinc'do. It ia also 
that of a skilled witness, whose profoaaional 
opinion must tar outweigh, and lionce be 
preferred to, Iho opinions of uneoioniilio 
persona, OHpnclally upon audi a dillioult 
question aa that of mental c.paolly. We find 
no ditticulty, therefore, in condug to iho con- 
cluaion that betveen Monday, tho Oth, and 
Sunday, tho 15th of November, Adams' 
mental condition waa unimjjairod and that 
ho was thoroughly capable of making u will 
and appreciating its ctfeot to tho fullosl ex- 
tent. On one of those interveniog days, 



namely, on Wednesday, tho 11th, the will 
In qucatlon was made. It appears that on 
that day Adama, who waa then in Mo- 
Heoth'a houae, aent word to McBeath, who 
wns at work aa foreman in Muirhead & 
Mann'a sash and door factory, that ho 
wished to see him, When MoBoath went 
to the house Adams informed him in sub- 
atanoo that, iu aooordance with previous 
promises, ho intended to leavo him his pro- 
perty and thai he wanted him to got a law- 
yer, "any lawyer "ho said, to draw up a 
will to that effect. 

McBeatb, aooordicgly wont iu search of one 
and, as he rxprohass it, entered " tha first 
lawyer's ollico" he " caine to," which hap- 
pened to bo Mr. Hall's. As Mr Hill was 
out, McfSeath life and culkd upon Dr. 
Milne ajid asked him to go ai:d aoo Adama 
profeasionally, and then reiurnrd to Mr, 
Hall's. Ho thereupon gave iii«truotiona to 
that gontlemaa to draw tho wdl in his fav- 
or, as directed by Adams, When thia was 
dune, Mr. Hall aooonipanicd McBeath to 
h a house and after waiting a ahntc time In 
the front room went with McBeath into 
Adams' bedroom, where ho waa introduced 
t3 Adama aa *' the lawyer " who bad 
" oome about the will." Adama aaid "All 
right, Mao." A few tuloutea afterwards 
Adama, aeaiated by MoBeatb, aati up, not in 
bed but on the bedside, which tenda to 
show that hia pbyalcal strength bad not' de- 
sorted him. Thia incident^ ia in itself tri- 
vial, but it beoomea oi oontequenoe owing to 
tho finding of the learned junge that Adama 
was at the time in extremis, or in otiier 
words, in a i-tito of impending disBnlutibn — 
phyaici lly and mentally in Deuth'j griap ; 
whereas, according to the evidenoe of Dr. 
Milno, Mr. Hall and Mt Baath, auch was 
not the case, and aa to hia mental capocity, 
it waa tho reverse of the fact. When Adams 
wuo bitting on tho bedside Mr. Hall pro- 
odtd to road tho will to him in a loud 
tone of voice, as tho old man waa somewhat 
dottt, and after finishing tho firs!) sentence 
asked him if ho liad hoard it. Adama aaid 
Yea." Tho will was then read Ibiough, 
Mr. Hall thereupon aaked Adams if it was 
hia wish that ail hia properly ahould go to 
MoBeath, and Adams said "Yea." The 
will waa then aigned by Adams and at- 
touted by Mr. Hall and Isaac Modeland, 
This, I muat observe, ia McBeath'a account 
of what occurred, and had it been unsup- 
ported by other evidence I might havo had 
10 hesitation in holding that the will was 
valid as tho law stands, for it is a well 
established rule that where a person takes a 
benefit uodor u will which ho baa been in- 
strumental in preparing — and thia is Mc- 
Beath'a case — the court must be vigilant in 
examining all tho evidence given in support 
of tho will, and bo judicially satiufied that it 
exprcaaca tho true intontiooa of tho deceaaod. 
This is the rule laid down in Parke v. 
Duncan, L.T.N S. G42, and several other 
aes, But MoBaath's statomenta have been 
corroborated in every particular by Mr. 
Hall, who, by the woy, seems to have acted 
very prudently and honorably in the matter, 
for although retained by McBeath he read 
over the will deliberately to Adama, then 
asked him if it waa right, and laatly, put 
thb queadon formally—" Do you declare 
thia to be yonr laat will and testament!" 
Adama' answer being "I do." Mr. Hall 
could have done nothing more ; and, aa my 
brother MoCreighb obaorves, be must have 
had before him at the time the judgment of 
the Privy. Council in the oaae of Barry v. 
Butler (2 Moore EC). Mr. Hall alao con- 
sidered that Adama was quite rational 
during the whole of his interview with him, 
and I think he was right. After Adams, for 
iostancr, had signed the will he asked Mr. 
Hall if he could change it if ho got bettor. 
Thia certainly was a rational question. In 
the next placo, without any tupgc-a- 
tion from thoae present, Adama ro 
quested McBeath to pay Mr. Hail, and, 
with that objeot, directed him to a drawer 
in a table near by, in which he said that he 
would fiod his purao. This was, at least, 
business like. Now, froi.n tho moment 
Adams was informed that he could change 
his will, down to the time of bis doatti, 
which happened seven days uftorwards, ho 
never cxpreaaed any dlaaatiHfaction with it 
or any deaire to alter it. During four, at 
least, of these seven daja, viz : on Wedoea- 
day, Thursday, Fr diy and Saturday (the 
14ih) hia mental faculties were, accnraing 
to Dr. Milno, unimpaired. There ia also 
evidence that Dr. Milno was not a stranger 
to him, but that, on the o-3ntrary, ho bad 
attended him profetslonal'y on a former oc- 
casion. It is, therefore, fair to assume that 
if Adams ever entertained the Idon cf alter- 
ing his will, he would have mentioned the 
subject to Dr. Milne, who visited him, at the 
time, daily. But bo tever spoko to Dr. 
Milne about the matter. Applying one's 
experience of lifa to these f-iota, It aeema 
impoasible to come to any other conclualon 
than that Adama finally and to hia own aat- 
lafaotion dlspoaed of hia properly In man- 
ner Indioatf d by the will. Again, the facta, 
in evidenco tli^it McBeath "took," as he 
exproHsea it, " tbo first lawyer he came to " 
—a atranger, too, at the time, to him— and 
that he immedUtoly called upon and rc- 
queated Dr. Milne to go and aee Adama at 
onoe, are circumstances that atronly uegk- 
tivo any sornblanoe of fraud on Mclkath's 
part. Indeed, bad hia object boon a dia- 
houeet one, ho could not bavo taken better 
moaauroa todefcatit. Ihave purpoaoly avoid- 
ed discuatiiig portions of tho evidence which 
r-laloto convoraaiiona and corree|)ondenco 
which recurred between Mclioatli and 
others after Adams' death, for our iitjuiry 
has been, nociiaearily, limited to one (|U'i8- 
tion — Waa Adama u capable and free tea 
tator 'i and being unanimously of (qiinion 
that ho waa, any auch discussion would be 
l)r()litle8!i. 

With respect to Adams' alleged promiaos 
to McBeatti to have hia property to 
him there ia no direct evidecos except Mo- 
IBeath'a. Mr. Haatie proves that Adams 
took u most friendly interest in the we'firo 
of both MoBeath and bis wife ; Mr. Kirsop, 
an adverse witnosa, oousidered that Adan.s 
regarded MoBeath aa "a particular friend"; 
and, lastly, according to MoBeath'a evi- 
dence, ho bad, in view of A.iamu' old age 
and physical inlirmltios, helped oooaaionaliy 
in a small way in tho shape of doing work 
about his house, for which Adams fidl grate- 
ful, iiut discarding all ibis evidence, we 
coino fcico to face wUb tho rule of law wliicli 
I have referred to, viz : that a cipiblo tes- 
tator has a right, which no court can deprive 
him of, to dlspoBO of bis property aa ho 
pleases, Adams having done ao, wo have 
no authority to interfere with hia will and, 
in (dloot, s\y that we shall make a will for 
him, merely because ho bad cxprcaecd an 
intention, about ten years before bis death, 
of leaving bis property to the plaintiff. 

The plaintiff's oase la thia : "I am a 
sailor ; I saw my unole In Fimlicn in 1843, 
nhen I waa an apprentice ; about .36 years 
afterwards ho wrote the first of u aoriea of 
lettora to me, and promised to leavo his 
property to n.e " Now, thia ia true aa re- 
garda soino of tho firnt lettora ; but wlun 
tho testator learned lli:vt the plaiutill' bud 
been admittori into a Hoaman'a home, or in 
Btituto, in ICngland, bo aeoma to have 
changed or ul lei;at filtered in hia purpoao, 
for he congratulated him on being ao for 
tunato aa to be comfortably provided 
for for tho rest of bin life 
At ou/ ' rate, when ono of the 
witooasoB, Mr. Williams, pressed him to 
sign a will In tbo plaintitl'a favor, which he, 
the witnesa, had copied from a pencil draft 



made by Adams, the latter refused to do sc. 
This occurred about a mouth before Adama' 
death, and it certainly tenda to show that 
at that lima Adams had no intention of 
leaving hia property to a nephew that, as a 
matter of faot, would nob require it. 

Boeldos, tbo laiv attaches no Importanco 
to a testator's intontiona e^iceptthey assume 
the form of a properly cxoouted will. 

The judgment appealed from must, there- 
fore, be reversed with ooata in thia conrt 
and in the oonrt below.

Great Distress in Irelaud — Irish 
Political rrisouers Not to 
Bti Liberated. 



London, Dec 2i!.— Tiie leaders of the 
MoCartbyite leotion of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party have thrown a bombshell in 

the Liberal camp by eervinR a notice upon 
the novemment through John Morley, chief 
secretary for Ireland, that no further de- 
oendcnco cin, in thoir opinion, bo pl»ced 
upon the vote of the Iriah party uuloas the 
principles of Home Rule for Ire- 
land aro strongly reaflSrmod in the 
Queen's speech on tho ocoieion of 
the reaesembling of parliament, and in other 
ways officially announced as iho firac plunk 
in tho platform of the Liberal party. These 
demands, it is explained by the Irish load- 
ers, have been necoiaitated by the profound 
sensation which has been oreaiud in tho 
Iriah ranics by the declaration mado by 
Wm. MoEwen, Liberal member for the 
central dlvisioa of Edinburgh, in a reoent 
apeeah in the Scotch capital, tbat the

and tbat it would be impossible to carry Iho 
oonntry wilh the measure as the first or 
even one of the principal issues contended 
for by the Liberal party. The speaker went 
on to say that the Irish ougbt to ba content 
with a merely looal government and not 
haggle lor an independent parliamentary 
govurnmenli io the face of the inevitable 
A merely looal govsmment, be had co 
doubt, oonld be secured by Ireland under 
certain oonditiona. This deoUration is un- 
derstood to mean that tho Ooneerta'iveB, (or 
the sake of finally disposing of tho Iriah 
question, and to allow a good part of the 
session to be devoted 10 other measores, 
would pladly agreo to Bupport such a bill 
Mr. McEwcn is a very intimate friend of 
Lord Roaebery, and thie fact has given rise to 
tho report which has been widely circulated 
by tho Iriah momberfl that Lord Roaebery 
had read and approved Mr. McKwen'fl re- 
marks before hia Kdiiiburgh speech was de- 
livered.

22. — ohronio Royalist 
conrplraoy haa long been known to tho 

police. It has auppiiod material for sensa- 
tional reports from here containing a modi- 
cum of truth. It has at last fairly material- 
ized from the domain of rumor into that of 
tangible effect by reason of the capture of a 
number of rifles leoreted in the homes of 
different* Royaliats and tbe arreat of leveral 
conspirators. The veritable existence of a 
definite coDBpiracy to overthrow tho repub- 
lic and restore the monarchy has accordingly 
ceased to bo mere matter of report in 
the royallat dailies. Definite ovidenco 
having accumulated in the hands of 
tho marshal, four parsona were arrested 
on tho ovoning of Saturday, Daoombor H. 
John I'j Iluah was the first man arrested. 
He ia editor of the " Kalao," lasued both in 
Koglish and Hawaiian and loaded lull of 
virulent abuse of the government. 'Ju»h ia 
as prominent as any man in that p.^rty. 
Crick, a chemist, who tixed the dynamite 
bombs in 1893, oame next, He was arrested 
at that time, bnt was diaoharged for lack of 
evidence. He bad been writini; for Buah'a 
"'uglisb edition of the " Kalao," but is now 
in very low spiritn. Jos. Nawahi, a pro- 
minent native lawyer, and Fred. Weed, a 
young half white clerk in a book store, were 
next arrested.

The guna and a (|uantily of ammuni 
tion wero found concealed under hia 
roof yeaterday. Tinker ie an Englishman, a 
butcher and haa a young white family. No 
bail is allowed him. No pure natives aeom 
to bo in tho conapiraoy except Nawahi, virho 
haa always boon an ardent partisMi of 
royalty. Those concerned are oblefly Brit- 
ish subjects, tho natives showing very little 
intereac in the matter. Tbe government of 
President Dole is extremely coneiderate of 
the interests and sentiments of the native 
people, who are getting very well contented 
with it. Everything is qaiet, and there has 
been no more excitement than would attend 
tbe arrest of an ordinary gang of houae-
